It should also be noted that a 1 dB change is barely 
noticeable by an expert listener under ideal conditions, a 3 dB 
increase would be apparent to most listeners, a 6 dB change reflects 
a definite aural difference, and a 10 dB increase would represent 
an approximate doubling of loudness to the listener. 


Graph one shows that the average sound level does not 
exceed 70 dB(SPL) until six seconds before the impact point 
and 80 dB(SPL) is not exceeded until three seconds before.
